Deeply pathetic scenes were witnessed in 
the last hours of the trial, Arguments were 
begun at 9 o'clock in the morning and lasted 
until after 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 

The old courtroom rang with the pleadings 
of the lawyers. Crowds packed every inch of 
space all day. Nothing else was talked of in 
Decatur but what was going to happen to the 
Magills at night. 

Attorneys Griffin, Hertick, and Redmon 
takced in the morning. State's Attorney Red- 
mon attacked the Magills with the ferocity of 
a bulldog. 

Attorney Griffin, speaking for the defense, 
dwelt upon the shame that had been cast on 
the name of Faye Graham Magill, a shame 
black, unjust, and ineradipable. During this 
speech the sobs and moans of Marguerite 
Magill and Mrs. W. W. Graham, mother of 
Mrs. Magill, almost drowned the voice of the 
lawyer. f | 

Mx daughter, O, my daughter,” cried Mrs. 

Graham, throwing ber arms around the 
young wife’s neck. Magill got up from his 
chair and kissed Marguerite. 

Attorney Lemon moved at the close of the 
morning session for the judge to instruct the 
jury to return a verdict of not guilty, but 
Judge Cochrane said that the arguments 
could go on. He wanted the people of Clin- 
ton, Magill’s home town to hear what the 
lawyers had to say, he said. Attorneys 
Lemon, Fuller, and Miller took up the after- 
noon session. Col. Lemon was especially 
severe with the “long nosed, crane necked 
= " who had testified against the Ma- 


Court Orders Prisoners Freed. 

State’s Attorney Miller in the closing ad- 
dress demanded that both the defendants be 
put away where the eyes of decent men and 
women would not have to look upon them.” 

Hardly had the rasping voice of the prose- 
cutor died away when Judge Cochran rapped 
for order and said sharply: 

“The jury will now listen to the instructions 
I have prepared. I find that in this case 
the state has not produced sufficient evidence 
to find a possible verdict of guilty, and the 
court instructs the jury to find a verdict of 
not gullty.”’ g ö 

Mrs. Magill was the first to catch the import 
of the words. She leaned forward, her face 
flushed," her eyes shining like stars, her lips 
parted in a brilliant smile, and reached forth 
her arms toward her husband. Her moth- 
er's arms went round her swiftly, and the 
audience turned away. 

“Gentlemen, you may retire,” said the 
judge. The jury smiled and shuffled out of 
the room. Women and men by the score 
crowded forward to congratulate the Magill 
party, and there was a smile on nearly every 
face. Even the prosecution looked happy in 
the face of their great defeat. They saia 
their hearts had not been in the case. 


Judge Talks of Case. 


The jury was out fifteen minutes, Fore- 
man Shay, a long whiskered farmer, handed 
the verdict to the judge, who read it: “ We 
find the defendants not gullty.“ 

So say you all?” asked the judge. 

“Yes, sir. Tes, sir,“ answered the jurors, 
who started to go, but the fudge said: Keep 
your seats, gentlemen. The bailiff will take 
you to supper. I want to say a word about 
this case, now. | 

“If it had been an ordinary case I would 
have instructed you in your duty before this, 
but I have known from the first that the peo- 
ple of Dewitt county never would be satig- 
fied until the evidence on both sides was 
thrashed out thoroughly, I especially want- 
ed these letters proven genuine. Ihavegiven 
the case the widest latitude for these reasons. 
But when the case was all over, and I knew 
beyond a question that no verdict of guilty 
possibly could be brought in under the evi- 
dence, I acted within my rights to save the 
county further expense in the case. I am 
satisfied that all the jurors would have re- 
turned this verdict, anyway. Is there a dis- 
senting voice among you, gentlemen?” 

“ Noone dissented. All nodded their heads 
and smiled at the defendants. 

Magills Talk of Verdict. 

At the close of the judge's speech there 
was applause from the audience, ag though 
a thrilling climax in a play had been reached. 
The Magills on their way to the hotel were 
congratulated on all sides. There never has 
been the feeling against them in Decatur 
that existed in Clinton. | 

“TI think we will go west for good in a 
few days,” said Magill. I never expected 
anything else but this verdict. I never com- 
mitted à crime, notjeven to making my wife 
unhappy. The truth and the whole truth 
is in these letters.

MRAIN CRASH ON BRIDGE 


Motor Car Mounts Rising Baseule 
Structure and Shoots Back. 


SMASHES THE SECOND COACH. 


Accident on Metropolitan Ties Up Serv- 
ice Across the River. 


Shooting suddenly: upward at an angie that 
grew to 45 degrees, the foremost car of a 
Douglas park train on the Metropolitan L“ 
dashed om the opening lift of the jackknife 
bridge between Jackson boulevard and Van 
Buren street at 11 o’clock last night. 

For a second it seemed that the impetus 
of the car and the rising tendency of the 
bridge might carry it over and hurt the car 
off the tracks. Then—the motor power shut 
off and the force of gravity operating—the 
car fell backward and was telescoped with 
the second car, which had come on from 
behind with undiminished speed, | 


Passengers Slide Out. 


In darkness and amid crashing glass from. 
shattered windows the startled passengers of 
the forward or motor car, hurled from their 
seats and sliding toward the downward end of 
the coach, groped for the exits. Fortunately 
the number in the car was small—only eight— 
and all succeeded in escaping from the heap 
into which they were thrown. 

In all three of the cars in the train there 
were only twenty-five passengers. The shock 
and the sudden darkness caused by. the 
shutting off of the electric current threw 
them into momentary confusion, but all es- 
caped injury. The second car, jamming into 
the lifted one, slid up the slide three or four 
feet, then wae halted by the resistance it en- 
countered. 


Stories as to Cause Differ. 


The inopportune raising of the bascule 
bridge wae said by M. G. Feron, superintend- 
ent, to have been caused by the action of 
Towerman B. C. Cleo in accidentally unlock- 
ing the bridge. Feron said he did not blame 
Herman Klank, the motorman, or Conductor 
. Carlson. 

However, there was another story to the 
effect that the bridge was opening to allow 
the steamer Panther, loaded with coal, to 
pass. The Panther came up at the time of the 
accident at any rate and but for the captain 
of the tug J. C. Evans, towing the boat, it 
would have crashed into the bridge which 
failed to open far enough when the train ran 
on it.)

Service Is Tied Up. 


The jumble of cars on the bridge closed that 
structure subsequently to all traffic and for 
some time the Metropolitan system was al- 
most entirely tied up. Coming just at the. 
time ot the closing of the theaters it caught 
many persons bound for home. Throngs 
climbed the stairways of the Lin the loop 
district to find trains were running only as far 
as Quincy street and Fifth avenue. They 
were compelled to walk acros&the bridge and 
take trains on the west sice. : 

At the west end of the bridge long lines 
of stalled traina stretched down the tracks 
There were but three Metropolitan trains 
iting around the loop. The bridge was 
„tied up at 45 degrees at 2:30 a. m., 
but the officials of the L. hoped to have 
the trouble cleared away by the time the 
morning crowds were aboard. hig

EXPIRES AFTER VAIN TEST 
OF TRANSFUSION OF BLOOD. 


Mrs. P. H. Welch, Subject of Apparently 
Successful Operation, Succumbs to 
Anemia Five Weeks Later. 


Mrs. P. H. Welch, 82 years old, who wae the 
subject of what was believed to have been a 
successfu) transfusion of blood five weeks 
ago, died yesterday at her residence, 608 
North State street. Aneemia, which made 
the first operation necessary, was the cause 
of her death. 

For four hours on Sept, 8 Mrs. Welch, under 
the care of Dr. J. B. Murphy, wae on the 
operating table in Mercy hospital, while 
blood slowly flowed from an open artery in 
the wrist of her brother, the wealthy brewer, 
John R. Cooke, into an open artery in her 
shoulder. The blood seemed to give her a 
new lease on life. Two weeks ago, however, 
her condition again was considered danger- 
ous. In spite of the best medical attention 
she steadily grew weaker. 

Mrs. Welch was the wife of Dr. P. H. 
Welch, a dentist. She left six children. The 
funeral will de held at the residence at 10 
o’clock Monday morning and the body will be 
interred at Calvary.

BALLOON STILL UP IN AIR. 


Aeronauts McCoy and Chandler 
Over Allegheny Mountains. 


GET READY FOR BIG RACE. 


Aeronauts at St. Louis Make Trial 
Trips for Great Event. 


BULLETIN, 

At 2:30 a. m. no word had been received 
from Aeronauts J. C. McCoy and Capt. 
Charles De F. Chandler, who left St. Louis 
Thursday afternoon and were reported at 
dusk yesterday as having passed over Point 
Pleasant, W. Va. They had then traveled 
approximately 500 miles. 

A telegram from Fairmont, W. Va., said a 
“blue light was seen over that place at 1 
o'clock thie morning, but as the aeronauts 
carried no light, except possibly a small elec- 
tric battery lamp,, the rays of which are 
white, no significance is attached to the Fair- 
mont telegram. 


BALLOON CROSSES THREE STATES. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 18.—Swinging through 
the atmosphere at a speed roughly eetimated 
at twenty-two miles an hour, the United 
States signal corps balloon No. 10, in which 
Aeronauts J. C. McCoy and Capt, Charlies 
Derr. Chandler of the United States signa! 
corps, ascended here last evening, passed 
over Illinois and Indiana last night and 
across Ohio today, and at nightfall was heard 
from in the vicinity of Point Pleasant, W. Va. 

The distance covered, on a straight line 
measurement, is approximately 500 miles, and 
the voyage won for the aeronauts the Lahm 
cup. This ie the longest fight in America 
since Prof. John Wise'’s aerial journey in 
1859. 
Route of Their Flight. 

The first report received from the aeronauts 
was a message dropped near Leesburg, O. It 
said that the balloonists had dropped it at 6 
a. m. and were then traveling southeast rap- 

ly.

Indications That Neither Fish 
Nor Harriman Has Over Ten 
Thousand Advantage. 


Victory in the Illinois Centrai contest still 
hangs in the balance. When the proxy com- 
mittee adjourned’ last night members of 
both the Harriman and Fish factions as- 
serted that the developments of the day 
were in their favor, but neither would give 
definite figures to substantiate such state- 
ments. The best information obtainable was 
that, exclusive of the enjoined votes, neither 
aide had 10,000 votes advantage of the other. 

There is a possibility that the proxy com- 
mittee will complete its labors today, and ix 
so the result will be announced to the stock- 
holders, who are to meet again at 2:3U 
o'clock in the afternoon. The general be- 
lief is, however, That more time will be re- 
quired and in that event another adjourn- 
ment of the stockholders’ meeting will be 
taken to Monday. | 
It is probable that even then the proxy 
committee will be unable to make its report. 
The bitter contest will not come until near 
the end. Ever since the counting of proxtes 
began, disputed votes—where the proxies 
were not properly made out—have deen 
placed on a table to themselves. 


As Far as Letter M. 


Thus far the only votes tabulated have been 
those represented by proxies to which no 
objection could be found, and yet the commit- 
tee, after laboring two days and a half, has 
reached only those stockholders whose names 
begin with the letter M. Lists beginning with 
thirteen other letters are to be canvassed 
and then will come the tug of war on the dis- 
puted votes. 

No figures showing the canvass for the 
entire day were given out at the adjourn- 
ment of the committee, but at 6 o’clock it is 
understood that inclusive of the letter F the 


‘canvass showed a total of 174,000. Of this 
amount 28,080 are enjoined tn the injunction 


covering the 286,731 shares held by the Union 
Pacific and the Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany of New York.

Mr. Harriman expects 
to leave today, as his presence is required 
in court next Monday to answer certain 
questions prepounded to him by the inter- 
state commerce commission.

It was announced by President Harahan 
that John J. Mitchell had been selected to 
succeed Mr. Fish as a director in the Illinois 
Central. Mr. Mitchell is a personal friénd of 
both Mr. Harriman and Mr. Fish. His busi- 
ness relations are probably closer with Mr. 
Harriman, as he is a director in the Alton 
and has been for several years. 

Rumors of underhanded methods wilth 
which one side or the other i charged con- 
tinue to crop out. The most sensational one 
during the day was that a Fish adherent had 
purchased a proxy from a woman living in 
Dixon, III., and that a Harriman detective 
had been sent to investigate.

KNIFE OR IMPRISONMENT? 


Appendicitis Statement of President Hoy 
of Railway Surgeons Fantastic, 
“Ridiculous,” Reply Physicians. 


A number of Chicago piysiciane expressed 
their disagreement with the extreme views of 
Dr. W. 8. Hoy, president of the American 
Association of Railway Surgeons, regarding 
what ought to be done to physiciange who don't 
make timely use of the knife in appendicitis 
cages. 

In an address before the railway surgeons 
in this city Thursday Dr. Hoy asserted he 
thought it was high time for legal recogni- 
tion of and punishment for delay in diagnosis 
of and operation for appendicitis. 

It ig a most extravagant statement,“ said 
Dr. Wiliam Quine, 103 State street. One 
might as well advocate jail sentence for the 
doctor who refuses to administer castor oll. 
It is approaching a degree of fantastic ideas 
that is surprising for a physician. 

Operations for appendicitis should be 
timely, but a thousand complications might 
arise to interfere with the use of the knife. 
The idea of legal recognition in the matter 
is ridiculous.”’ 

J don't care to be quoted,” said another 
physician, *“‘ but it is hardly beilevable such 
‘a statement should be accredited to a physi- 
cian. Why not make the fleld broader and 
say failure to cure in every case should 
be subject to imprisonment for the doctor. 
The doctor has enough troubles without run- 
ning the gantlet of jail sentence very time 
a man comes to him with a pain in his side.

COOLEY TO MAKE INQUIRY 


Committee Approves Suggestion 
of Citizen to Use Bedslat 
on Bad Pupils. 


Dr. R. A. White, vice president of the 
board of ucation, thinks the Chicago 
schools Are sacrificing the rudiments of 
practical education, for fancy learning,” 
He said so yesterday frankty, before the 
committes on school management, and the 
committee concurred in his idea. it passed 
unanimously Dr, White’s: motion to request 
the superintendent to devise plans for a 
thorough investigation into the efficiency of 
the present methods of teaching, spelling, 


writing, and arithmetic in the public schools. 


The management committee also indorsed 
pedagogical methods now generally consid- 
ered “‘ musty,’”’ by recommending that ethics 
be taught in the Yale school, witp the appli- 
cation of ithe bedslat as an alternative. 

For two years I have thought and studied 
over the present tendency of the pubiic 
schools to break away from the fundamental 
studies of arithmetic, writing, and spelling,“ 
said Dr. White in introducing his motion, 
and from the thorough old time ways of 
teaching these studies. 


Wants Practical Things Taught. 

Jam as much of a faddist in education 
as any practical man dare be, but I can’t 
see the wisdom in sacrificing the attainment 
of rudimentary knowledge for a splattering 
of water icoloring, and a little of this anda 
little of that which will never be of any 
use to ninety-nine hundredths of the pupils 
after they leave school. 

“TI have found that the boys and girls 
who leave the public schools to enter other 
schools or fields are extremely faulty in 
these studies. I have found that the teach- 
ers are extremely faulty in many respects 
in their methods of teaching these studies, 
there ‘being a tendency to slight them as 
much as possible. 


Calls for Investigation. 

„My idea is to have Supt. Cooley devise a 
plan by which it can be ascertained how the 
teachers teach these subjects, and how much 
the pupils of all the grades know about them. 
T hear a great deal of criticismthat boys and 
girls leaving the schools are deficient in these 
three branches of learning. I believe the 
criticisms are well put. If the investigation 
proves to the contrary, all well and good.“ 

As an example, Dr. White said he got a 
class of seventy-eight boys to make a test 
of five problems which several teachers had 
declared were such as the boys ought to be 
able to work. The result was: 

One worked all right. 

Twenty-seven failed to get any right. 

Thirteen worked a half of one right. 

Fifteen got one right. 

Twenty-two worked from two to four right. 


Bedslat Is Advocated. 

The bedslat as an incentive to good 
ethics was advocated in a communication to 
the committee from George William Wood- 
ruff,.7021 Princeton avenue. The letter pro- 
duced considerable laughter. It was heartt- 
ly approved and instruction will be forward- 
ed to the principal accordingly. The letter 
follows: 

„ Gentlemen—As the school board is unable 
to provide playground for the horde of chil- 
dren attending the Yale school at Seventieth 
street, Yale, and Princeton avenues, and so 
compell the householders in that vicinity to 
supply that long felt want by submitting to 
having their yards overrun. I would respect- 
fully submit the proposition that in return 
for this nuisance inflicted upon them, there 
be ingrafted into the curriculum of that 
school a course of ethics relating to the rights 
of others, and that it is bad form, to say the 
least, to tip over and spill on the ground the 
contents of the ash and garbage cans wait- 
ing for the collector, and to amuse them- 
selves by kicking the cans around the streets, 
if empty, also tearing up of school papers and 
scattering them in the yards. It strikes your 
humble servant that the principal of the 
schoo] should suggest to the children that 
such acts are invitations to the bedslat.“ 


Clean Bill for Parental School. 

The committee on buildings and grounds 
gave the city’s parental school a clean bill of 
health, following a recent visit to the school 
by the entire committee. 

President Schneider’s recommendation that 
the plan to bulld a $40,000 annex to the pa- 
rental school be laid on the table until 
1910 did not find favor with the committee. 
President Schneider argued that the appro- 
priation asked for could not be granted be- 
cause the board already has decided to build 
a $60,000 schoo] building in conjunction with 
the Juvenile Court building. This school 
would take maftiy of the pupils from the pa- 
rental school.

Exactly how much more money the city 
of Chicago and tne county of Cook will have 
to spend next year than either of them had 
last was figured out in Controller Wilson's 
office yesterday. The result was pleasing to 
the city officials who had a look-at the fig- 
ures. 

The total addition to the city’s revenues will 
be $3,268,219, divided among a number of 
funds. 

The county will have $390,190 added to its 
income of 1906. 

The park bodrds and the drainage district 
also will be helped, but the amount depends 
on their tax levies. 

The city wilt, under the constitution, also 
be empowered to issue new bonds to an 
amount approximating $2,500,000, 

All of this is the result of the increased as- 
sessment made by the board of review.

Mensure to Regulate Bakeries Is 
. Also Approved by Chi- 
cago Aldermen. |

The promise now is that after next May the 
man who rides in a cab in Chicago will not be 
overcharged unless he consents to it. The 
city council license committee yesterday 
unanimously recommended for passage the 
“ taximeter ordinance and the belief in the 
city hall is that the council will pass it. 

The ordinance provides that after May 1, 
1908, all cabs, hacks, and other public oon- 
veyances for individual hire shall be eq 
with taximeters placed in plain sight of the 
occupant and showing the number of miles 
traveled, the amount of time used, and the 
charge the driver is entitled to make. 

These taximeters must be inspected by the 
commissioner of public works every month. 
If one is found to register wrong, then the 
cab which carries it is to be put out of com- 
mission until the machine is put back in 
working order. 


Will Benefit Cab Owners. 


If the ordinance is passed Chicago wil) be 
the first city in America to install them offi- 
cially. Some of them are tn operation in New 
York, but, like those in London, they were 
put in voluntarily by cab owners, who found 
that they increased their business in that 
cab hirers, knowing they were there, took 
those cabs in preference to others, to be se- 
cure against overcharges. In Paris and Ber- 
lin, on the continent, however, their use is, 
universal, city regulations compelling them. 

The testimony of all Americans who have 
used the taximeter cabs abroad is that they 
materially increase the patronage of cals. 
A man can take one without the fear of hav- 
ing an argument with the driver at the end 
of his route as to his fare. In the committee 
meeting Chairman Dunn gave an experience. 
of his own with cab drivers in Chicago. 

“I do not use cabs much,” he said, “ but 
recently my wife came im on a train andi 
hired a cab to take her home.. The legal 
fare was exactly $1.25. The cabman de- 
manded $2.50. Of course, it was easier to pay 
it than have an argument overit. A taxime- 
ter in the cab would have saved the trouble.” 


Bakers’ Ordinance Recommended. 

The “ bakers’ ordinance’ has been rec- 
ommended for passage by the license com- 
It nominally imposes a license fee 
of $5 a year on every place where bread or 
other products of flour are baked, but it is in- 
tended as a regulating and not a revenue 
measure. The testimony before the commit- 
too was the sanitary condition of a large num- 
ber of bakeries in Chicago is bad. In some of 
them dough is mixed and left to rise in the 
same confined and often basement rooms 
which one or more families use as their 
living apartments. The health department 
insisted that many of the conditions prev- 
alent in certain sections of the city threat- 
ened the health of the entire community. 

The recommended ordinance gives the city 
inspectors the right to go into all bakeries, 
be they large or small, and to report on any 
insanitary. conditions. It empowers the com- 
missioner of health to revoke the license and 
thus put the bakery out of business if the 
trouble is not remedied immediately. 


CLOUDS OF SMOKE ROUT JUDGE. 


Hume Forced to Early Adjournment, 
and Brother Justice Threatens 
to Fine Fireman, 


Heavy black smoke yesterday filled the 
courtroom occupied by Judge Hume in 
the new Municipal Court building and forced 
an early adjournment. The smoke came from 
the smoke stack of the building occupied by 
H. M. Rich and company, wholesale milliners, 
150 Michigan avenue. 

Information of the annoyance was sent to 
Judge Scovel, who sent for the fireman of 
the building. The colored janitor appeared 
instead and said he had tried to stop the 
smoke. 

The judge dismissed him saying: Tell 
the fireman if the nuisance is repeated I will 
fine him heavily.’’ f

Adolph Felder Refuses to Speak to 
Wife Who Caused Reform. 


Can a man be a teetotaler and yet follow 
the vocation of a wine taster?

Ordered to Talk to His Wife. 

Adolph Felder, 14 O’Brien street, wasiorig- 
inally taken to court on Oct. 4 for drinking 
to excess on complaint of his wife. As the 
two stepped before the bench the court asked 
Mrs, Felder if he had quit drinking and she 
replied: | 

Tes, your honor, he has quit drinking, 
but he has also quit talking to me.

1 Ridgely's Acceptance of Job Still 
Hangs Fire; Elimination of 
Copper Men a Boon. 


New York, Oct. 18.—[Special.]—The clear- 
ing house today eliminated the Mercantile 
National bank from the list of distributing 
agents in the financial situation by insisting 
on the resignation of the entire board of di- 

tors. g 

This, following the resignation of F. Au- 
gustus Heinze from the presidency yester- 
day, makes a clean sweep of the old régime 
in the Mercantile National and paves the 
way for the installation of Controller W. B. 
Ridgely and a directorate of his selection. 

The drastic action of the clearing house 
in the case of the Mercantile National both 
cleared and clouded the puzzling financial sit- 
mation. Its reassuring effect was offset by 

“persistent rumors to the effect that while the 

“committee had thoroughly established the 
solvency of the Mercantile National, there 
had been a further discussion in which the 
names of other banking institutions were in- 
volved. 

The clearing house’ committee minimized 
@onsequent fears by declaring that the con- 


* tory, though the qualification was made that 


of other banks might be necessitated. It 
was insisted there was nothing alarming in 
the local banking situation. 


Conflicting Statements Confusing. 


The situation was made all the more con- 
fusing by conflicting statements by Charles 
W. Morse, a heavy stockholder in the Mer- 
. eantile and the controlling power in a string 
of banks and in the Consolidated Steamship 
-gompany, Controller Ridgely, and F. Augus- 
tus Heinze. Mr. Morse declared emphatical- 
ty yesterday afternoon, and reiterated the 
_ statement tonight, that Mr. Ridgely had

; Mr. Ridgely said that he had not accepted, 
making the statement on leaving the offices 
doof the Chase National bank at 6 o'clock,

the First National. Mr. Ridgely added that 
de would surely not come to a conclusion 
tonight. Finally Mr. Heinze, at the Waldorf

In connection with this confusion of utter - 
ances, it became known that influential mem- 
ders of the clearing house take the position 
that, without any reflection on the banks 
with which the Mercantile is associated, it 
inn in their judgment, advisable that it start 
ut anew independently, and free from the 
Control of the Morse, the Thomas, or the 
Heinze banks. This difference of opinion, it 
was believed, might serve to explain much 
- of the conflict of tongues. The situation, it 
Was said by clearing house representatives 
tonight, was complicated, and up to midnight 
dad not been straightened out. 


_. < Ridgely’s Mind Not Made Up. 
Mr. Ridgely spent the entire day in con- 
- gultation with officers of the Mercantile Na- 
_ tional and with bankers prominent in the 
‘ elearing house association. His position in 
regard to assuming the presidency of the 
Mercantile he thus defined tonight: 
As far as coming to a decision in the mat- 
ter is concerned, I can only say that I am 
tin considering the proposition. I can give 
“go intimation regarding acceptance or 
@eclination of it. It I do accept it, however, 
1 will be assured that the control of the in- 
stitution rests in my hands or in the hands 
of parties associated with me, and that the 
dank is relieyed of its old connections.

Moreover, the accusation of selfish 
“motives on the part of the clearing house 
Committee were declared to de absurd, The 
nltua tion, it was said, was perfectly apparent 
to everyone. The clearing house had to 
take hold in order to keep the bank open and 
Protect the interests of its depositors. With- 
out clearing house help it would have been 
Closed this morning, for the bank was short 
ot funds to meet its clearances. As a final 
and entirely conclusive refutation of the 
charge it was pointed out that if the other 
‘banks had wanted business they would have 
lot the Mercantile fail. 
The Mercantile’s debit balance to the 
_ @learing house today was $745,000. This

dt $600,000 Thursday morning. The latter 
the bank was able to pay, but it was extended 
aid to the extent of $400,000 this morning by 
way of helping to meet the second debit bal- 
ane.

Butte Bank May Survive. 

Butte, Mont., Oct. 18.—There were no new 
developments in the suspension of the 
State Savings bank today except the arrival 
of State Examiner T. E. Collins, who has 
taken chargé. Mr. Collins stated that he 
would be unable to make a report on the insti- 
tution’s condition for at leasta week. There 
was no excitement today, and the public 
seems quite content to accept the statement 
of the officials that the bank is quite solvent, 
and will resume shortly. . 


Another Failure in Hamburg. 


HAMBURG, Oct. 18—Luetgens & Einst- 
mann, exporters and importers in the far 
eastern trade, suspended payment today as 
a result of the failure of Haller, Soehle & Co.

The directors voted to (retain former 
United States Circuit Court Judge William 

Mra Wallace is expected to 
begin suit at once in behalf ot the company 
against P. A. B. Widener, William L. Elkins, 
Thomas F. Ryan, Thomas F. Dolan, and the 
estate of William C. Whitney. 

Grant B. Schley of the firm of Moore & 
Schley, brokers for William C. Whitney, was 
the star witness at today’s session of the 
commission's inquiry. Through him it was 
brought out that Mr. Whitney sold to the 
Metropolitan Street railway company, back 
in 1899, several blocks of stock in the electric 
storage battery company of Philadelphia, ag- 
gregating in all more than $264,000. He trans- 
ferred this to the company at 145\when the 
stock was bringing in the market between 
165 and 167. Seven or eight months later 
the company bought more than $800,000 
worth of the stock in the open market at 
prices averaging around 80, 

The inference drawn from the testimony 
and Mr. Ivins’ remarks was that Mr. Whit- 
ney unloaded the $264,000 on the Metropolitan 
at 145 without being obliged to throw the 
stock on the market. Later, and probably 
after the insiders had cleaned house, the 
support to the market was apparently with- 
drawn and the price dropped to 80. 

Whitney Got $245,000 in “Divvy.” 

Mr. Schley also testified that the check 
for $134,028 which he recelyed in the Wall 
and Cortlandt Street Ferriés railway com- 
pany deal was to cover advances, with in- 
terest, which the firm of Moore & Schley 
had made on Mr. Whitnéy’s account in 
November of the previous yéar (1901). That 
makes a total of $245,000 which went to Mr.

Mr. Cocheu said that the People’s Traction 
company cost the syndicate $150,000, the 
North Mount Vernon company $16,000, and 
the Edenwald company nothing.

In 1901 Robert S. Bussing, rep- 
resenting William C. Whitney, bought the 
properties from the syndicate for $1,600,000. 
Mr. Cocheu described the assets beyond the 
franchises which were turned over to Mr. 
Bussing as various short stretches of track, 
two or three cars, and a car barn. 

Richard W. Meade, vice president of the 
Metropolitan Securities company, for which 
he receives a salary of §50 a month: a 
director of that company, the New York 
City railway company, and the Metropolitan 
Street railway company; president of the 
New York Transportation company, of the 
Fifth Avenue Coach company, and of the 
Park Carriage company, which runs the 
public hacks in Central park, was the next 
witness. 


Present Status of Traction. 

According to Mr. Meade’s testimony the 
surface transportation companies simmer 
down to this: 

The Metropolitan Securitles company con- 
trols the street railway lines; the Metro. 
politan owns 100,000 shares of the stock of the 
New York Transportation company, which 
owns all of the stock of the Fifth Avenue Cab 
compahy, which owns all of the capital stock 
of the Park Carriage company.

Brady Says Chicago Company’s 
Contract with Standard Was 
to Get Cheap Oil. 


New York, Oct. 18.—[{Special.]—William G. 
Rockefeller was the star witness today at 


the Standard Oil inquiry that is being held 


before Referee Ferris in the federal build- 
ing. Theassistant treasurer of the Standard 
Oil company didh’t know a lot of things that 
were asked him by. Frank B. Kellogg, the 
government counsel, but he promised to 
* look up moat of them. . 

One of the subjects on which Mr. Rocke- 
feller proved ignorant was the now famous 
loans, amounting to something like $20,000,- 


000, made by the South Pipe Line company to 


P. . Tramor. Mr. Trainor had ‘testified 
that he had never received any of the sums 
put down on the books as loaned to him, 
and never had heard of them. Mr. Rocke- 
feller told Mr. Kellogg that he would “ look 
it up.“ It is presumed that he will be ro- 
called to the stand some time subsequent to 
Dec. 2, to which date the hearing adjourned 
this afternoon, 

The interval between now and the resump- 
tion of the hearing will be occupied by the 
government in examining certain books and 
records of the Stafidard Oil company and its 
subsidiary companies which have been men- 
tioned already in the progress of the hearing. 
Most of the examinations will be conducted 
at 26 Broadway, under the supervision of 
Expert Accountant Durant. 


Explains $32,000,000 in Bonds. 

One thing that Mr. Rockefeller did today 
was to explain about $32,000,000 worth of 
loang that appeared on the books of the com- 
pany for 1906. T. M. Barsdale of Pittsburg 
got $7,630,044 of these loans, and Mr. Rocke- 
feller said they were made to him at the di- 


rection of John D. Archbold, the collateral 


being stocks and bonds of oil and gas com- 
panies in West Virginia and Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Barsdale paid 6 per cent on his loans. 

Mr. Kellogg wanted to know how much of 
the $32,000,000 was loaned to Wall street 
brokers. 

About 319,500,000,“ said Mr. Rockefeller. 
The rest was loaned to Mr. Barsdale and 
other individuals not in the street. Our cus- 
tom has been to require that 65 per cent of the 
collateral be made up of railroad securities 
and 35 per cent of industrials, and we require 
a margin of 20 per cent at all times.“ 

Mr. Kellogg was much ‘interested to know 
why the various subsidiary pipe lines kept 
on deposit such large sums of money, amount- 
ing to many millions. 

Mr. Rockefeller thought; the reason of the 
large cash reserves was that the directors of 
the subsidiary lines wanted it within reach 
in case there were large calls for the purposes 
of construction. 8 

The witness said he was a stockholder in 
the Union Pacific, but in no other railroad 
company. He owned stock in the Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey, but thought the 
stock stood in the name of his father, William 
Rockefeller. 


To Sell Chicago Company Cheap Oil. 

Anthony N. Brady was the witness who oc- 
cupied most of the time of the short after- 
moon session. Mr. Brady was asked about 
the transfer of the Manhattan Oil company 
of Ohio to the General Industrials Develop- 
ment company of London, from which it 
ultimately found its way into the Standard’s 
hands. It appears that W. C. Benedict and 
Brady owned the control of the Manhattan 


Oil company and also of the People’s Gas 


Light and Coke company of Chicago, and 
that they used the former to feed the latter 
with gas oil. 


When the Manhattan Oil company was 


sold to the London company, the Chicago 


company made a contract with the Standard 


by which the Standard agreed to furnish 
gas oll to Brady’s gas company for a price 


much less than the market price of that 


time. 


Mr. Brady insisted om saying that his gas 
company didm't get this contract directly 


from the Standard, but through the general 
industrial company. :

UNION TRACTION COMPANY. 


Central Trust of New York Asks Court 
to Compel Receiver to Pay Interest 


The Central Trust company of New York 
filed a bill in the United States court yester- 
day, seeking to stop Receiver Marshal E. 
Sampsell from using the money of the Union 
Traction company in improving the street 
car service to the public. The plaintiff in- 
sists the interest on the bonds of the traction 
properties must be paid before anything else. 

The suit, following closely the one filed by. 
the Guaranty Trust company, accentuates 
the legal difficulties of the Union Traction 
interests. In seme quarters, however, it was 
insisted that in some ways it was a friendly 
move, as it at least gives an opportunity for 
a court decision as to whether the receiver 
was justified in making the cortract with the 
city. 

The Central Trust company represents the 
largest single issue of Union Traction bonds 
extant. They are the second mortgage, 5 
per cent bonds of the West Chicago Street 
railway company and amount to $4,162,000.

MOB STRUGGLES TO LYNCH. 


Officers Forced to Rescue Murderous 
Blacks at End of Battle. 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 18.—A party of 
negroes barricaded themselves in a down- 
town house tonight and started a 
One policeman was killed and several wound- 
ed by the besieged blacks. 

The trouble started in front of the Second 
German Presbyterian church at Claiborne 
and Annette streets during services, whep 
several negroes became boisterous. 

Patrolman Cambions, who attempted to 
arrest them, was killed. The negroes ran to 
a nearby house, which they barricaded. With 
shotguns, revolvers, and razors they awaited 
the police, a few of whom gathered quickly 
and stormed the house. 


Shoot Down Police from Ambush. 

In the first rush on the house more than 
half of the policemen fell to the pavement, 
shot by the negroes from windows of the 
house. For half an hour the negroes were 
| the masters of the neighborhood, while the 
police. collected a force of twenty-five men 
to renew the attack. 
| This as squad surrounded the house so 
that no could escape, and after finding 
that —— and shooting were of no avail, 
set fire to a fence behind the house. The 
smoke drove the negroes from cover. They 
| broke for safety singly, the first one out fall- 
ing mortally wounded, while the next two 
rushed out with empty hands held over their 
heads and begged for mercy. 


Mob Tries to Lynch Blacks. 

A badly wounded negro next staggered out, 
and the police, seeing that the fight was over, 
rushed in and searched the house. One negro 
was found under a mattress, and six arrests, 
including the dying negro, were made. Some 
of the others arrested appeared to be badiy 
injured. 

According to the police investigation, these 
six negroes held the house for more than 
an hour against a force of well armed police- 
men, backed by @ mob of more than 1,000 per- 
sons. As soon as the negroes had submitted 
the police were forced to turn on the mob 
and fight with all their energy against threat- 
ened wholesale lynchings. The negroes were 

taken safely to the parish prison.

NELIDOFF SAYS LAST WORD. 


— — 


Greetings Sent to President Roosevelt 
and Queen Wilhelmina. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

THE HAGUE, Oct. 18.—The second peace 
conference closed today in a blaze of ora- 
torical flreworks. 

M. Nelidoff, the president, made a lengthy 
speech, in which he surveyed the work 
accomplished. He contended that time and 
experience had been lacking to enable great 
progress to be made in devising means to 
avert conflicts. The proposals for obligatory 
arbitration and the establishment of a per- 
manent cotrt of arbitration, he said, had 
met with insurmountable difficulties. 


Message Sent to Roosevelt. 

The international prize court would stand 
out as the conference’s monument. The 
other work, however, would be lost. Progress 
had been made in intimate knowledge of 
mutual intereste and needs, and in the etab- 
lishment of relations leading to moral and 
material solidarity which would be increas- 
ingly opposed to warlike enterprises. 

M. Nelidoff submitted messages he proposed 
to send to Queen Wilhelmina and President 
Roosevelt. The message to the ‘prenitent 
said: 

Having concluded their labors, the dele- 
gateg to the second peace conference recall 
with gratitude that the initiatory Proposal 
for its convocation was made by the presi- 
dent of the United States and present their 
respectful compliments to him.“ 

The Dutch minister of foreign affairs sub- 
mitted a suitable message to the czar. 


Praise for the Prize Court. 

Among other speakers was Sir Edward 
Fry, one of the British delegates, who lauded 
the establishment of a prige court. He said 
it was the first time in the world’s history 
that a really international court had been 
organized. He hoped in the future to see 
a system of genuinely international laws 
forming around this court.

WORRIES COURT OFFICIALS. 


Physicians Hold Consultation and 
Spend Long Time in Examination of 
the Royal Patient. 


VIENNA, Oct. 18.—While the physical con- 
dition of Emperor Franz Josef improved 
somewhat during the last twenty-four hours, 
his malady, a catarrhal affection, remains 
practically the same.

KRUGER’S GRAVE DESECRATED;

Outrage in Pretoria Cemetery Oauses a 
Sensation—Attempt to Steal Monu- 
ment for Reward Suspected. 


JOMANNESBURG, Transvaal, Oct. 18.—A 
sensation has been caused by the discovery 
that the grave of President Kruger in the 
cemetery at Pretoria has been desecrated. 
The marble bust of the ex-president has been 
torn from its base and badly chipped. Other 
graves in the vicinity, including that of 
.Kruger’s grandchild, also were slightly dam- 
aged. The desecration is believed to be the 
work of thieves.

Manila, Oct. 18.—Reports that an attempt 
was made to throw a bomb at Secretaary 
Taft yesterday startled the authorities to- 
day, but a careful investigation has dis- 
closed no foundation for the stories. 

The first hint at the alleged attempt was 
given to the police by a priest, who said the 
attempt was made while the secretary was 
attending a reception at the Jesuit college 
The superior of the college characterized the 
priest's story as an invention.

President Wright Re-Elected—Action

RockforG, III., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—The 
utter rout of the socalistic faction which 
sought to foist its principles upon the IIIi- 
nois state federation of labor under the guise 
of an independent political labor party 
marked the final day of the state convention. 
In the morning session the socialistic faction 
joined with the delegates honestly in favor 
of an. independent labor party im an effort to 
secure the indorsement of the convention. 

The signal for the attack was the r . 
end- 
ing the resolution offered by the executive 
board of the federation urging trade union- 
ists to indorse and vote for men who carry 
union cards for members of congress, na- 
tional, state, county, and city offices, regard- 
less of p affitations, The committee re- 
peated the phrase, “Regardless of their 
political affiliations,” and defeated the object 
of the socialists, who at once offered a reso- 
lution as a substitute for the report. 

The resolution called upon unionists to 
recognize the necessity of organizing an inde- 
pendent party of the working classes, for 
the purpose of using ite voting power to cap- 


ture the government and as a means of hold- 


ing in common the inatrumenta of production 
and distribution of wealth in order that they 
may be used by all workers and the entire 
product go to producers.“ Delegate John 
Walker moved the substitution of the resolu- 
tion for the report. 


Shy of Old Parties. 

Trade unfonists never will go into any of 
the old political parties,“ he declared, but 
organized labor can control] the government 
if it will form a new independent party.“ 

The real intention of the framers of the 
resolution came out when Delegate George 
Koop, one of its signers, declared that the 
socialist party was the ideal independent 
party, and asked the federation to declare in 
its favor. 

This resolution is nothing more than an 
attempt of the socialist members of the con- 
vention to cram socialism down our throats 
under the guise of establishing an independ- 
ent labor party.“ said Delegate Thomas 
Burke. “That is the object of Brothers 
Walker and Koop in trying to sidetrack the 
recommendation of the executive board and 
the report of the committee and I do not 
think we will stand for it, either.“ 

When a vote was taken the resolution of the 
socialists was snowed under and the report 
was adopted by a vote of 134 to 20 against. 
Mrs. Raymond Robins and Miss Anna 
Nichols of Chicago voted with the socialistic 
faction. | 

Other resolutions adopted were in favor of 
an anti-cigaret law for Illinois, a request 
upon the park boards of Chicago to establish 
a uniform wage scale for park employés, a de- 
nunciation of the Industrial Workers of the 
World as an anarchistic and illegitimate 
trade union, and an ultimatum that delegates 
to further state conventions would be denied 
seats if an optional inspection revealed them 
as wearers of nonunion made*clothing.

The vote for president was taken just be- 
fore the noon recess, with two candidates in 
the field. President Edward R. Wright was 
nominated by the regulars, while the oppo- 
sition pinned their hopes to Mr. L. P. Straube.

H. A. Mitchell Keays, author of two good

The furniture which one is to 
gather should have grace or beauty or dig- 
nity, or all three: Age alone is always suffi- 
elent to arouse interest; büt age alone is not 
enough to justify permanent possession.’’ 
And again: 

The attainment of 6 charm, 
propriety, proportion, ease, happiness—that 
is what old furniture is for.“

STEALING CITY PROPERTY. 

There is no question that much real 
estate belonging to the city of Chicago is 
in the possession of trespassers. Corpora- 
tious and individuals have had no com- 
punctions about taking possession of a 
part of a street which was not in constaut 
use. Often a railroad which wished to 
lay a switch track in or across a street 
laid it without going to the trouble of 
asking leave, A track once put down is 
seldom taken up voluntarily. 

Under some previous administrations 
attention has been called to the unlawful 
occupation of city property, and some- 
times spasmodic and fruitless efforts have 
been made to reclaim it. Another attempt 
is being made, apd the members of the 
council committed which has the matter 
in hand seem to be much in-earnest. If 
they go ahead as energetically as they 
have begun they ought: to oust the squat- 
ters on property whicb ig worth millions 

The committee wil] be hampered in its 
work by the unfortupate fact that the 
records of the city are in bad shape. It 
may find occasionally that while city offi- 
ciale are unable to tell where or when per- 
mission was given for the partial occu- 
pation of a street the corporation con- 
cerned will produce the authority. But it 
anything of that sort happens the commit- 
tee should not be piscouraged. It has a 
rich field to work in, 

The city ought to recover all it has 
lost, and it should also take precautions 
against future losses. It should look after 
its real estate of different kinds as care- 
tue as 4 private corporation dées. It 
has been grossly negligent in the past, and 
corporate or private greed has taken ad- 
vantage of its negligence. 


MAROONI’S TRIUMPH. 

A new catch line has appeared in the 
newspapers. “By Marconi transatlantic 
wireless telegraph” proclaims a fresh 
triumph of modern inventive genius. The 
promise of wireless communication be- 
tween America and Europe has been ful- 
filled.“ Messages have been sent from pub- 
lic men of England to greet the western 
world with expressions of good will. 
Whether the new method of transmissioa 
becomes commercially profitable or not the 
inventor has made his promises goot. 

The development of wireless telegraphy 
has been so rapid that few have realized 
its remarkable progress. Eleven years ago 
in New York, William’ Marconi startled 
the scientific Wald with a declaration that 
he had found a way of communicetion 
through the air without the use of wires. 
The announcement was received with the 
same incredulity which attended the in- 
vention of the telegraph, made light of 
the claims for the ocean cable, ani 
laughed at the idea of the telephone. ‘Like 
his prototypes in the field of electrical 
transmission, the inventor worked away 
steadily, gaining fresh courage for bolder 
steps until, like them, he was able to prove 
the value of his discovery. 

Vessels on the ocean began to keep in 
communication with the shore for some 
distance out. Then they sent messages to 
the land to which they were approaching. 
In time they found it possible to remain 
in touch with the land for practically the 
whole of the voyage. They exchanged 
greetings with other vessels at sea. In a 
recent case the progress of a record break 
ing steamer was reported day by day 
through this medium. To talk across the 
sea was the next thing in the natural 
order. That now is an actual accomplish- 
ment. When it was proved possible per- 
haps five years ago to send a signal from 
Nova Scotia to Cornwall the success of 
the greater venture was assured in time. 

The triumphs of science have been 80 
remarkable in recent years that neither 
wonder nor incredulity is becoming. When 
the accomplishments of half a century are 
recalled almost anything seems possible. 
There may be many difficulties and dis- 
couragements to be overcome before the 
marconigram or aerogram takes its place 
as a recognized feature of daily commer- 
Feisl life. The first ocean cable stopped 
working soon after international felicita- 
tions were exchanged through it, and some 
years passed by before it was repaired

CURZON m taking his duties as 
chancellor of the University of Ox- 
seriously to heart, for I learn 
he has rented for several months 
the atately old gray house in St. Giles’ 
dating from the early part of the seventeenth 
century, Which ia used by Oxford to quarter 
the judges w they visit the city to hold 
the assizes in the name of the king. It ts 
necessary to go back into medieval times in 
order to find any instance of 4 chancellor 
of the university taking up his residence at 
Oxford, most of the holders of 
having regarded the latter as being ot. a 
purely honorary and decorative character, 
and heaving delegated their judicial and ad- 
ministrative duties to the vice chancellor, 
who is always the president of one or an- 
other of the colleges. It is said that Lord 
Curson's object in living at Oxford is to 
promote the work which he has inaugurated 
in connection with the public appeal for 
funds for the university, and that he also 
proposes to Initiate a scheme for modern- 
izing the course of studies and bringing them 
more abreast of the enlightenment, prog- 
ress, knowledge, and science of the twen- 
tieth century. , 

While there is no doubt that Lord Curzon's 
presence at Oxford, with all that zest and 
energy which he displayed while viceroy of 
India, will infuse some new life into the uni- 
versity and rattle bones that have become 
almost too dry for use in these present days, 
it will serlously disturb the equanimity and 
the dignity of the vice chancellor. For he 
wields hig extensive authority pnly during 
the absence of the chancellor, and it la ex- 
tremely doubtful whether Lord Curzon can 
delegate to him any of his duties while he 
ulmself iq within the city limits,

It will de interesting to see whether 
Princess Marie Bonaparte, after her mar- 
riage to Prince George of Greece, will keep 
faith with the papacy in connection with the 
solemn pledges which she has given to have 
her children brought up as members of the 
Roman Catholic church in return for the 
dispensation which she has received from the 
pope permitting her to wed a member of the 
Greek orthodox faith. Many other scions 
of royalty belonging to the Roman Catholic 
church have obtained similar dispensations 
in return for analogous promises, and in 
almost every instance the obligation has 
been ignored: Thus. when the Roman 
Catholic ¢rown prince of Roumania led to 
the altar the Protestant Princess Marie of 
Great Britain and of Coburg he bound him- 
self solemnly, in return for the papal dis- 
pensation, that his children should be 
brought up in the faith to which he belonged. 
But he hes violated this promise. True, his 
children are not being brought up as 
Protestants, but ag members of the Greek 
faith, that is to say, of the national church 
of Roupania. 

Princess Marie of Orleans, when she be- 
came the wife of Prince Waldemar of Den- 
mark, solemnly promised that her children 
should be reared as Catholica, in considera- 
tion of which eRe received the papal dis- 
pensatlon to wed. Yet her children have all 
been reared as members of their father’s 
faith, that is to say, as belonging to the 
Reformed church. In fact, these promises 
given in the case of mixed marriages on the 
part of royalty seem only to be made in or- 
der to be broken, and it speaks well for the 
charity of the Roman Catholic church that 
it does not treat breaches of faith in this 
connection with a greater amount of sever- 
ity. It probably takes into consideration 
that the royal parents are not free agents 
in the matter, and are compelled to submit 
to all sorts of dynastic and political consid- 
erations over which they have ho control. 
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Inasmuch as the sol-disant Count Nicholas 
Savine de Toulouse-Lautrec is once more at 
large, and has sailed for America, where he 
may have landed ere this letter appears in 
print, it may be as well to warn people that 
he has no right whatsoever to the name and 
title of Count de Toulouse-Lautrec,“ and 
that he has behind him à career of the most 
picturesque criminality. I have in my pos- 
session a communication from the head of 
the old French noble house of de Toulouse- 
Lautrec, asking me to give the most wide- 
d publicity to the repudiation by his 
kam ot the claims of relationship put for- 
ward by Savine, who is a Russian, and not a 
Frenchman, by birth. The head of the fam- 
ily in question is Count de Toulouse-Lautrec, 
who is a member of the French Jockey club 
and of the Société Hippique, married to the 
Comtesse dé Turenne, and whose town house 
is in the Rue de Balzac at Paris, while his 
country seat is the chäteau de Saint Sau- 
veur, in the department of Tarn: His broth- 
er, Count Odon de Toulouse-Lautreo, is like- 
wise married to a rich woman, and divides 
his time between his mansion in the Rue de 
l'Universite at Paris and his chateau de la 
Halchois, in the department of Ille-et-Vi- 
laine. 

Savine has assumed their title on the 
strength of an alleged marriage between his 
father, “ Prince Savine, and Fannie de 
Toulouse-Lautrec, daughter of Count Alex- 
ander de Toulouse-Lautrec of Warsaw,” and 
was always ready to show every one a doc- 
ument bearing all sorts of stamps and seals, 
according to which Count Alexander de 
Toulouse-Lautrec“ bequeathed to his grand- 
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This paper is a forgery. For the adventurer, 
who comes. of an untitled family of the 
Russian petite noblesse, and whose portrait 
figures in the rogues’ galleries of so many 
different countries, never had a mother or 
grandfather of the name of Toulouse- 
Lautrec. Indeed, the real owners of the 
name, which is one of the oldest and most 
ust rious in France, figuring repeatedly in 
the pages of French history since the days 
of the Crusades, are deserving of a good 
deal of sympathy, owing to the fact that 
during the last ten or fifteen years it has 
been identified in the public mind of nearly 
every civilized country, including the United 
States, with so many daring swindles and 
crimes that it would be difficult for any one 
of the authentic Counts de Toulouse-Lautrec 
to show themselves in America without re- 
ceiving altogether unenviable attention on 
the part of the police |

What has helped Savine in no small degree 
to maintain his assumption of the French 
name and title is that in 1898, in April, he 
took out his first papers of American citizen- 
ship in the Illinois Circuit court before Judge 
Gibbons, solemnly renouncing his allegiance 
to the czar, and surrendering the title of 
count, which had never belonged to him, the 
documents being made out in the name of 
* Toulouse-Lautrec,” and it is on the 
strength of this confirmation by the United 
States government of his name pf Toulouse-

To place any noveity 
at the head of all such latter day compositions 
would be to dare much, but it Is believed 
that with all justice and without fear the 
statement may be made that no composition 
by any living Frenchman Which has been 
heard here hag equaled in interest, in beau- 
ty, and in inherent musical values this picture 
suite by D'Indy. : 

The composition is the latest creation of 
the eminent Frenchman that has reached this 
country. It is his opus 54. It is written in 
three separate parts, the first representing 
“Dawn,” the second Day.“ and the third 
“ Night.” It ia picture music in that it paints 
in tones scenes conditions in nature, but 
it is picture music in a still better sense, for 
it aims not so much at the depicting of a 
definite scene as at the reproducing of the 
emotions experienced by & sensitive person 
when surrounded by such a scene. In 
thus, it remaing within what !s beHeved to be 
the legitimate province of tonal art and at- 
tempts nothing which it is felt music cannot 
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do. 

All that modern technic can supply for the 
painting of scene or the conveying of emotion 
through the medium of tone, D Indy has laid 
under tribute in constructing his work. But 
the purely technical at no time obtrudes. The 
mastery of the man in handling his materials 
is instantly felt, but it is after all the musical 
idea and the emotional content in the com- 
position that seizes attention and holds it. 

There are wonderful moments in the score 
~—~wonderful from a purely technical view- 
point, but there is only one of them which 
yesterday left the impression of being writ- 
ten with an eye possibly to the displaying 
of virtuosity in the writing. This was the 
more rapid middle portion of the second di- 
visien of the work. The significance ot this 
bit wholly escaped the comprehension of at 
least the present reviewer and it seemed that 
just here D'Indy had written more to show 
what he could do with a quaint little theme 
than to convey any clearly defined condition 
or mood. But barring this one incident 
which may have a meaning that repeated 
hearings would make clear—the compositon 
impresses more with its musical and emo- 
tional values than with the supreme tech- 
nical mastery which characterized it 
throughout. 

The opening of the work is truly excep- 
tional. The program of the whole com- 
position consists of some beautiful lines 
from Roger de Pampelonne’s prose poems, 
Hours in the Mountains.” ‘The first de- 
scribes dawn—the coming of light, its tauch- 
ing of the mountain peaks, and its 8 . 
mysterious descent into the valleys, n- 
ing end spreading until the whole of earth 
and sky are bathed in the glory of the new 
day. With a technical insight and under- 
standing which amount to something ex- 
tremely close to genius, D’indy has suc- 
ceeded in suggesting in tones the vastness, 
the mystery, and the wonder of the moun- 
tains when they stand still draped in dark- 
ness, but subtly vibrant with that breathless 
hush eloquent of coming day. 

That first wonderful chord, built up from 
the strings of the erchestra so divided that 
they reach from the lowest C of the double 
basses to the highest harmonic of the violins, 
gives instantly and with marvelous power 
the impreseion of mountains based in depths 
of night and towering into heights invisible, 
Gradually over this great tonal peak light 
begins to break—faintly and almost imper- 
ceptibly, just as it does in the actual moun- 
tains. It fades away, and the darkness is 
complete again. Again it comes, this time 
2 slightly stronger pulsation. Again it fades, 
but now the rtturn is quicker and firmer, and 
gradually the whole peak takes on brilllancy 
and glow and the dawn is certain. It intensi- 
fies, and at last appears the sun. 

The whole scene is radiant with color and 
light, and the emotions which seeing eyes 
and heating’ ears bring to him who stands 
in the presence of a mystery such as is the 
dawning of day are pulsing through the mu- 
sic. The world and all its activities now are 
suggested there, and yet there is no attempt 
at picturing of definite or particular scene 
or scenes. D' Indy has caught the mood of 
the dawn and has expressed it with a skill 
surpassing that shown by him in any other 
of ls works and equaled by but few of the 
master technicians of the present or past day, 
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The second division of the work is no less 
admirable in its commencement, It has to 
voice the emotions of the man who reclines 
on some sunny mountain side, removed from 
the world, and yet observant of it. Ther® 
ig in the music ali the delicious languor, the 
undefined longing, the happiness, and the 
silence which come to him who sits or lies 
bathed in warm sunlight and with the phy- 
sical at peace lets the mind wander purpose- 
lessly and freely whither it will. It 1s music 
filled with the soft dissonances that abound 
at such a time and amid such a scene in 
nature—harmonies that would have filled the 
o:d time Hstener with horror and distrees, 
but which to our ears have become eloquent 
and even beautiful. 

There then comes the strange portion of the 
score which has been referred to as not in- 
telligible upon a single hearing, and then 
follows a.wealth of harmony which by its 
purity, consonance, and beauty give to the 
listener suggestion of all the peace and self- 
forgetfulness which envelop the dreamer on 
the mountainside when contemplation of the 


him above the actualities of everyday exist- 
ence. . 


The world of commonplace life comes to no- 
tice in the song of the peasant distantly 
heard, in the quiet animation of the house- 
hold preparing for rest, and in the fearsome- 
ness of the little child who, dreaming of out- 
door bignesses, shudders slightly—a bit of 
realism wonderfully accomplished by the com- 
poser by employing the tone of the piano, 
the tympani, and just a faint brush of the 
cymbals. There follow the silences and the 
mysteries of the night with all the hint they 
contain of life throbbing and vibrating be- 
neath them, The work is one of exceptional 
beauty, both as regard the excellent thematic 
material employed—melodies many of them 
of distinct beauty and appeal—and in the 
superlative mastery with which every note 
ip scored. It is one of the notable creations 
of the present day, and the impression made 
by kt yesterday was profound. The or- 
chestra under Mr. Stock’'s inspiring leader- 
ship gave the novelty faultlessly. A repe- 
tition at en early date should be a certainty.

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Following the D’Indy compésition was 
heard a “Lyric Suite by Grieg—four of 
the Norwegian master’s plano pieces which 
he himself scored for orchestra. They are 
exquisite bits, and found instant and hearty 
favor yesterday, especially favored being 
the Nocturne and the quaint little “March 
of the Dwarfs.“ 

After intermission was played the Tachal- 
kowsky Fourth Symphony, and how it was 
played! The men of the orchestra never 
before have done such work as they have at 
the two concerts given this season. They 
showed remarkable powers a week ago, but 
yesterday they convinoed that they have 
made an appreciable stride forward in tech- 
nical proficiency. They now play like a com- 
pany of virtuosi, and there seems to be noth- 
ing that Mr. Stock can demand of them 
which they do not give instantly and com- 
pletely.

‘PRIMARY TREATY’ 


Speaker Suggests Compromise 
Which May Win Victory 
for Oglesby Bill. 


WANTS PEOPLE TO RULE. 


— — 


Recommends That Voters Be Al- 
lowed to Deeide on Number of 
Candidates to Be Named. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. |] 

Springfield, III., Oct. 18.—[ Special. ]—Speak- 
er Shurtleff has suggested a compromise, 
which, if it could be whipped into legal shape, 
might serve to bring the republicans and 
democrats in the house together in support of 
the Oglesby direct plurality primary bill. 

The difference between the two parties is 
mainly, if not entirely, over the manner in 
which candidates for the legislature shall be 
nominated. The democrats insist that the 
people in nominating their candidates shall 
indicate how many they wish to nominate. 

Republican members who will vote for a 
direct primary insist that the determination 
of the number of candidates shall be left 
with the managing committees. Mr. Shurt- 
leff suggests that the people be allowed to de- 
cide providing a certain pércentage of the 
vote agrees. 


Shurtleff Explains View. 

“It can be easily imagined,” said the 
speaker, that out of a hundred voters, 
thirty-six might vote for the nomination of 
one candidate, thirty-three for the nomina- 
tion of two, and thirty-one for the nomina- 
tion of three. Nearly two-thirds of the vote 
would be in favor of more than one nomina- 
tion, differing merely as to whether it should 
be two or three, yet the decision to nominate 
one would rest with little more than one- 
third of the vote. 

** Decisions by percentages similar to this 
would be possible in all districts and it occurs 
to me that this is the radical defect in the 
democratic idea. It would seem to me that 
it would be nearer a perfect scheme if it were 
provided that the people should decide, pro- 
viding a certain percentage, say 40 per cent. 
as a minimum can agree ag to the number.“ 

If the state is to have a direct plurality 
law for nominations—whith is not at all 
certain or assured—the question of legisla- 
tive nominations is the moat important to be 
considered in the Dill. 


Cole Warns Legislators. 


George E. Cole, president of the Legislative 
Voters’ league, has served notice on the lead- 
ers in the legislature that a law which does 
not recognize the right of the people to nomi- 
nate as many candidates for the legislature 
as they are permitted by the constitution wil) 
be taken into court immediately. 

There is a fine chance for the general ae- 
sembly to waste all its work again unless it 
determines the question in an entirely con- 
stitutional manner. Whatever the legisla- 
tors may think of Mr. Cole's opinions, they at 
least are convinced that he will make all the 
trouble whieh they permit him to make. 

Between the democrats and republicans 
there is a difference of opinion as to what the

Some of the senators who do not care to 
announce themselves publicly as in opposi- 
tion to the plurality bill in secret are as much 
opposed to it as any of its outspoken op- 
ponents. They will vote for something else 
if they get the chance, and it is the intention 
of the opponents of direct primaries to give 
them the chance. 

The Gardner bill will serve this purpose if 
it be introduced.

STEAD DEFINES ‘EMPLOYMENT’ 
IN COMPULSORY EDUCATION ACT 


Decides Children Between 14 and 16 
“Necessarily and Lawfully Em- 
ployed” Are Exempt Under Statute. 


Springfield, III., Oct. 18.—The term em- 
ployment as used in the compulsory educa- 
tion act was defined today by Attorney Gen- 
eral Stead in an opinion rendered to Chief 
State Factory Inspector Edgar T. Davies. 

The attorney general holde that under the 
law children between 14 and 16, if neces- 
sarily and in good faith employed, cannot be 
compelled to return to school, nor can the 
superintendent of public instruction refuse 
an age and school certificate, in cases where 
the law has been complied with, to a child 
between those ages on the sole ground that 
the superintendent is of the opinion that the 
child will not be necessarily and in good faith 
employed. 

The phrase “ necessarily and lawfully em- 
ployed,” used in the statute, is defined by the 
attorney general to mean where the child is 
in good faith and legally employed, whether 
from pecuniafy neceseity or for the reason 
that such employment ig conducive to his 
physical and mental traming. in either of 
which case he shall be exempt from the 
‘operation of the statute. '

Government Prepares for Immediate 
Tustitution of Friendly Suit Over the 
Calumet Current Question. 


A test of the powers of the drainage board 
to divert the flow of water of the Calumet 
river from instead of into Lake Michigan 
will be made in the federal courts here with 
in a few days.

INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. 


THE WHEAT MART 


Prices Continue to Crumble 
Under the Weight of Enor- 
mous General Selling. 


Apparently every house in the trade had 
wheat for sale yesterday, and long lines held 
by big local speculators came out throughout 
the session. Among the big sellers who were 
credited with unloading wheat was Charles 
Pardridge. John Dickinson sold about 
1,000,000 bu wheat from $1.01% down, and 
this was put down to Pardridge. The big 
cash grain houses, including Armour and 
Rosenbaum, sold wheat freely, and there was 
heavy selling for northwestern account. 
Bartlett-Frazier were on both sides of the 
market, but their selling was not conspicu- 
ous. It was understood that the Patten line 
was still intact. Marfleld and Logan were 
good sellers early. On the first break shorts 
covered freely, Brosseau and other local 
bears leading the buying. Towards the close 
shorts generally came in. Commission 
houses bought moderately on the theory that 
a reaction was due. In the last fifteen min- 
utes Barrell bought upwards of 1,000,000 bu 
wheat, the greater part of which went down 
to Logan-Bryan. In corn Love, Barrell, 
Harris-Winthrop, Comstock, and Logan- 
Bryan led the selling, which was general.

STOCK MARKET NEAR PANIC 


New York Issues Fall Rapidly on 
Small Volume of Dealings. 


TIGHT MONEY ONE FACTOR. 


Lenders Put Heavy Pressure Upon 
Debters and Fears Result. 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

New York, Oct. 18.—[Special.}—With a 
rapid fallin prices and a amall volume of busi- 
ness the stock market today took on an 
appearance of panic conditions. Some issues 
fell to extremely low levels and as the day 
progressed the sustaining powers fell off. 

The total dealings of the day were but little 
over # million shares, compared with 2,000,- 
000 or 8,000,000 shares in similar periods of 
past markets, This is the result of the re- 
tirement from Wall street for many months 
past of some of the big semi-professiona! 
speculative plungers, whose manipulative 
tactics made up much of the great total. 

It was evident that urgent pressure on the 
part of money lenders was 4 factor in the 
crash in American Smelting and the forced 
liquidation in that stock was 
with the ee up process going on 
amongst the banks. 

the rain markets also reflected the scaling 
down of credits employed in speculation. 

Call money loaned as high as 10 per cent, 
but this was regarded as due to discrim- 
ination between borrowers and collateral 
rather than to any greater tightness in the 
money market. Estimates of the currency 
movement showed the movement still away 
from New York on balance, but it did not ap- 
pear that this would be more than, if so much 
as, the gain of $3,170,000 by the banks on 
subtreasury operaticis.
